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Villagers petition against 
changes to bus timetable

CHANGES to First’s 31 
bus service through 
Martinstown have been 
criticised by Dorchester 
councillors. 

A new timetable from 
May 24th means that the 
village, and neighbour¬ 
ing Winterbourne 
Abbas, will only get 
weekday services in the 
morning and late after¬ 
noon. The villages cur¬ 
rently receive an hourly 
service on the route be¬ 
tween Weymouth and 
Axminister. 

Dorchester councillors 
heard that the changes 
would force more peo¬ 
ple to drive to and from 
Dorchester - making the 
town’s parking prob¬ 
lems even worse. 

It is now to write to 
First and complain 
about the changes. 

A petition is already 
underway in the village 
to get the new timetable 
altered to increase the 
number of buses coming 
through the two vil¬ 
lages, rather than by¬ 
passing them on the 
main road. 

First say the changes 
were made on the basis 
of small passenger num¬ 
bers and the need to 
meet timetables to link 
in with other services,

including the rail sta¬ 
tions at Dorchester and 
Axminster. 

Councillor Karen Ar- 
mitage said the changes 
would mean people 
from the two villages 
would no longer be able 
to use the 31 for a night 
out in Dorchester or 
Weymouth because they 
would be unable to get 
home again. 

Acting planning com¬ 
mittee chair Molly Ren¬ 
nie said that although the 
town council would 
write and protest she 
suspected there was little 
which was likely to hap¬ 
pen. 

She said: “It’s such a 
shame that people 
choose to live in com¬ 
munities on the edge of 
Dorchester and then find 
they can’t get into town 
using public transport.” 

Councillor Robin Pot¬ 
ter said the council 
should write to First “in 
the strongest possible 
terms” about the changes 
and also to ask the 
county council what pro¬ 
vision they could make 
for the village residents. 

West Dorset councillor 
Andy Canning is hoping 
to persuade First to come 


to a public meeting to 
justify the changes to the 
route. 

He has delivered a pe¬ 
tition to every house in 
both villages. 

“So far I’ve had back 
more than 300 signatures 
for the 31 bus petition 
which is a very large per¬ 
centage of the people in 
the two villages ef¬ 
fected,” said councillor 
Canning. 

“First Bus are propos¬ 
ing just one early serv¬ 
ice to Dorchester for 
workers and one return 
at the end of the after¬ 
noon. This will leave 
Martinstown with just 
the 211 service once a 
day and Winterbourne 
Steepleton with a 
Wednesday-only bus 
service. 

“This will cause real 
problems for local resi¬ 
dents who don’t have 
access to a car and need 
to get into town for 
shopping or medical ap¬ 
pointments.” 

Residents are also 
questioning how the de¬ 
cision was made with 
some tackling the com¬ 
pany and the Traffic 
Commissioners over the 
consultation process.

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Neighbourhood plan is worth 
the wait says parish councillor 


A DORSET parish councillor has told of the struggles to 
get the county’s first Neighbourhood Plan - but says the 
effort and difficulties have been worth it. 

Fred Horsington says that if the Ceme Abbas area plan 
is finally approved, later this year, it will give the com¬ 
munity legal control over what can be built in the village. 
The process started in March 2011. 

But he admits that at times the journey has been diffi¬ 
cult and, if not for the expertise of volunteers who gave 
their time freely, would have been too costly to under¬ 
take. 

He told a meeting of the Dorchester Area Community 
Partnership that it had taken thousands of hours of vol¬ 
unteer time and had probably cost around £5,000 to date. 
Other costs have been met by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. He said the professional examiner who was now look¬ 
ing at the plan was being paid £750 a day. 

Mr Horsington also admitted that there had been argu¬ 
ments over which pieces of land should be included in 
the areas where extra homes might be allowed: “There 
can be a conflict between community spirit and individ¬ 
ual interest - if you can get the development line around 
your plot it can increase the value by £100,000,” he said. 

He admitted that some residents in Godmanstone were 


still not happy with what was being proposed and prob¬ 
ably never would be. There a limit of three homes per 
hectare was being suggested. 

“There were times when the man who was writing the 
plan for us was tearing his hair out,” he said. 

Mr Horsington said that many residents in the valley 
started out with the idea that no extra development should 
be allowed, but most had now come around to the idea 
that some was needed to keep the school, shops and pubs 
profitable. 

“When you look back over 30 or 40 years the area has 
not been frozen in time, there has been growth and we 
will need some growth.” 

Mr Horsington said he doubted if a Neighbourhood 
Plan would work for places the size of Dorchester, but 
could be of benefit to defined areas of the county town, 
such as Fordington. 

“The difference between a Neighbourhood Plan and a 
Parish Plan is the legality of it...the planners have to look 
at it and consider it, it has legal status.” 

The final stage of the process will be publishing the fin¬ 
ished plan and putting it out for a local referendum. If the 
majority approve its aims and ambitions it will be 
adopted and becomes a legal document. That is expected

to happen in the autumn of this year. 

“It is a long process but if you get it right it is worth it 
because it’s community led.. .you do it not to be imposed 
upon, but to have development where you want it. But it 
needs a lot of patience,” said Mr Horsington.

Town councillors heard 
that the problems in both 
roads, although at oppo¬ 
site ends of the town, 
was caused by staff from 
nearby hospitals: The 
Winterbourne private 
hospital and Joseph Weld 
Hospice in the case of 
Herringston Road and 
the county hospital at 
Fourgates. 

At Herringston Road a 
resident had written to 
say that parking close to 
the allotments is creating 
a hazard by restricting 
visibility for residents 
trying to get out of 


D’Urberville Close. 

Councillor Robin Pot¬ 
ter, who represents the 
area, said that the park¬ 
ing was not illegal but 
did cause inconvenience. 
He suggested that the 
county council paint 
white lines to make it 
clear where vehicles 
could safely park without 
restricting visibility. 

Fellow town councillor 
Molly Rennie said that 
while she understood the 
problem of parked cars 
for those wanting to get 
in and out of drives and 
use junctions - the 
parked vehicles did at 
least slow traffic down.

£50,000 trim for Dorset's verges 


WITH summer just around the corner, and the mild 
and wet spring causing rapid growth, Dorset 
County Council is gearing up to keep roadside 
verges in top condition. 

And the council's cabinet has agreed to provide 
an extra £50,000 to increase the number of cuts 
where they can. 

Currently, in towns, verges are cut six times a year 
between March and November and in rural areas 
they are cut twice, between April and October. 
However the wet and mild summers have encour¬ 
aged more plant growth. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member of en¬ 
vironment and the economy, said:"We have to bal¬ 
ance timing the cuts with keeping verges tidy and 
safe for road users. In our towns a neater edge is 
preferred, where on rural roads we can encourage 
a more natural approach. 


"There is a long term plan to form a 'Living 
Verges' partnership - working with the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, parish and town councils to change 
the way highway vegetation is managed. We want 
to make it make it both more environmentally 
friendly and financially sustainable, but in the 
meantime the cabinet recognise that we need to 
do more to respond to the concerns of communi¬ 
ties." 

The Living Verges partnership will trial new ways 
of managing roadside plants and flowers including 
using clippings for animal feed or as fuel for re¬ 
newable energy. 

Community involvement is also part of the plan 
with better ways for responding to queries and 
complaints.

Road safety survey reveals surprise results 


A RECENT survey conducted by 
Dorset County Council’s road 
safety team has shown some sur¬ 
prising results. 

Around 850 people across 
Dorset voluntarily completed a 
set of questions about their own 
road safety behaviour. 

The council wanted to find out 
what Dorset residents think are 
key road safety priorities, their 
perceptions of the acceptability of 
certain behaviours and their own 
self-reported behaviour. 

The top five most important is¬ 
sues that Dorset residents think 
the Government should address 
are, in order: 

1. Drink driving 

2. Speeding 

3. Mobile Phone use (handheld) 

4. Careless driving 

5. Drug driving 

Surprisingly, although almost 
all respondents agreed it is unac¬ 
ceptable and dangerous to drive 
when over the legal alcohol limit, 
more than 40 per cent knew of 
people who they thought had 
done so. Worryingly, one in six 
people admitted to have driven 
themselves when unsure if they 


were over the limit and four even 
admitted to driving at some time 
when they knew they were over 
the limit. 

Although speeding is cited as 
one of top issues to address, more 
than half of respondents did not 
agree that it was dangerous. The 
survey suggests it is the behav¬ 
iour most frequently self reported 
with more than half of the respon¬ 
dents admitting to doing the fol¬ 
lowing at some point: 

• Driving at 40mph in a 30mph 
speed limit area 

• Exceeding the speed limit on 
a country road 

• Driving at 90mph on a motor¬ 
way when there is no traffic about 

Using a hand held mobile phone 
whilst driving was considered the 
third most important road safety 
issue to be addressed. 

A greater proportion of younger 
respondents aged 17-24 were 
more likely to admit to using a 
mobile phone for texting and to 
consider it socially acceptable 
than other age groups. 

The survey results suggest the 
older and more experienced the 
driver, the more dangerous and 


socially unacceptable they con¬ 
sider it to be; however, half of all 
those questioned knew of people 
who had used a hand held mobile 
phone while they drive to make 
or take calls or to send or read 
texts. 

Peter Finney, Dorset County 
Council Cabinet member for en¬ 
vironment and economy, said: 
“Although this survey is only a 
snapshot, it’s interesting to see 
the discrepancy between what 
the Dorset public think are prior¬ 
ities for Government to tackle, ie 
drink-driving and speeding, and 
their own self reported behav¬ 
iour. 

“We are very grateful to all 
those who took part in the survey 
which has given the road safety 
team a lot to consider for the fu¬ 
ture in terms of how our safety 
campaigns should be targeted.” 

As an incentive to complete the 
online survey, there was a prize 
draw which was won by Pete 
Bull, from Bournemouth. 

He was picked at random from 
the entries and received £30 
worth of vouchers to spend in 
Halfords.

Admission will be free but the choir will be tak¬ 
ing a retiring collection for the Fortuneswell Can¬ 
cer Trust. 

Flat plans for offices 

A VACANT office in Poundbury Road, Dorchester 
is likely to be converted to flats.

Town council planning committee members de¬ 
cided to raise no objection to the changes which 
will be decided by West Dorset District Council. 


Museum welcomes a 'Legosaurus'

DORCHESTER’S 
county museum has a 
new addition - a di¬ 
nosaur made of Lego 
bricks. 

The eye-catching 
model stands in the tur¬ 
ret window of the High 
West Street museum 
and is part of a summer 
series of events to 
focus on dinosaurs. 

A new project, the 
Jurassic Coast Muse¬ 
ums Partnership, will 
see nine museums from 
along the Natural 
World Heritage Site 
work together to bring 
a host of dinosaur-re¬ 
lated events and exhibi¬ 
tions to the public. 

The project has re¬ 
ceived funding from 
The Arts Council 
which paid for Ed Di- 
ment of Bright Bricks 
to put the bits together. 

Bright Bricks have 
previously built a life- 
size model of a woolly 
mammoth and a work¬ 
ing jet engine out of 
Lego. 

Mr Diment will be 
running two events at 
the Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum in August based 
on the new Lego model 


of the Megalosaurus di¬ 
nosaur. 

A new display will also 
be built in the museum’s 
Jurassic Coast Gallery 
incorporating a huge 
slab of limestone found 
in a quarry near Swan- 
age that features the 
footprints of a number of 
dinosaurs, including 
those believed to be a 
Megalosaurus. 

Visitors will be able to 
learn about the massive 
beast and try to match 


the dinosaur’s stride 
using life-sized foot¬ 
prints fixed onto the 
floor. 

Megalosaurus was a 
dinosaur that lived 
around 166 milli on years 
ago and grew up to nine 
metres long. Nobody 
knows exactly what they 
looked like as a whole 
skeleton has never been 
found but the new model 
gives people a pretty 
good idea of how they 
might have appeared. 


Jon Mur den, Director 
of Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum said: “This project 
is great because it gives 
us the opportunity to 
work with other muse¬ 
ums, creative companies 
like Bright Bricks and an 
iconic brand - Lego - 
which everyone knows 
and loves. 

“With continued sup¬ 
port from the Arts Coun¬ 
cil we can continue to 
improve our museum 
year on year.” 


Radical film festival plans

Freddie's thank 
you to hospital 


A WEYMOUTH family is holding a se¬ 
ries of fundraising events including a 
fete to say thank-you to Southampton’s 
neo-natal unit for saving their son’s life.

Celebrating Hammonds' Dorset folksongs

A CONCERT of 
traditional Dorset 
folk songs by 
Tim Laycock called “The 
Gleanings of Mr Sharp’s 
Harvest” will be staged 
at Portesham Village 
Hall on May 14th at 
7.30pm. 

Cecil Sharp collected 
hundreds of folksongs 
from working people in 
Somerset at the begin¬ 
ning of the 20th century 
and inspired many other 
musicians and collectors 
to do the same in other 
parts of the country in¬ 
cluding Ralph Vaughan 
Williams and Percy 
Grainger. 

Brothers Henry and 
Robert Hammond were 
inspired to do so in 
Dorset, arriving with 
their bicycles in 1905. 

During a period of two 
years they collected 
around 600 folksongs, 
many from the South 
Dorset Ridgeway area 
from singers such as Ma¬ 
rina Russell in Upwey 
and Robert Barratt in 
Puddletown. 

These songs are now 
available online and in 
manuscript form, repre¬ 
senting a fantastic re¬ 
source of local music, 
story and folklore. 


In this special solo con¬ 
cert, Dorset’s Tim Lay- 
cock tells the story of the 
Hammonds’ activities in 
the county and sings a 
personal selection of 
favourites from their col¬ 
lection. 

He said: “I’ve sung 
these wonderful songs 
for more than 30 years 
and for me the great at¬ 
traction, apart from the 
extraordinary tunes and 
stories, is the fact that 
they are local and as 
much a part of our 
county heritage as the 
monuments and long 
barrows.” 

Following the success 
of the Rooting Round the 
Ridgeway West Gallery 
carol workshops and 
concerts last autumn, 
this evening is also an in¬ 
troduction to a new se¬ 
ries of workshops where 
those taking part will ex¬ 
plore the local folk song 
repertoire and practice 
the art of solo folksong 
performance. 

Tim said: “The songs 
are accessible and fun. 
You don’t need to be a 
trained singer, or even 
able to read music, to be 


able to perform and 
enjoy this evocative 
music. 

“Come along and hear 


about the Hammonds 
and the songs they 
found, then sign up for a 
workshop to learn a song 
from your village or 
area - no previous ex¬ 
perience necessary!”

Talking newspaper 
celebrates 25 years 


SOUTH West Dorset Talking Newspa¬ 
per for the visually impaired is cele¬ 
brating its 25th anniversary. 

Local talking newspapers have been 
available in various parts of the UK 
since 1970, but there wasn’t one in the 
south west Dorset area. 

Now the SWDTN serves the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, Dorchester, Brid- 
port, Lyme Regis and Blandford areas. 

It also has listeners all over Dorset, 
in neighbouring counties and even fur¬ 
ther afield, listeners who have left the 
area and say they feel that it is a good 
way of keeping in touch. 

It was in October 1987 that the 
SWDTN was born, providing a service 
for people in the area who could not 
read the local paper, and who could 
feel isolated because of this. 

The first edition was issued on Janu¬ 
ary 2nd 1988. 

It was set up with just a few volun¬ 
teers to start with, some of whom are 
still working with the charity and re¬ 
member carrying out reading and 
recording in volunteers homes, the 
copying and despatching was done in 
an attic! 

Challenges over the years have in¬ 
cluded technical issues, first with reel 
to reel tape recorders and then with 
cassette tapes. 

This involved organising a lot more 
equipment and, as the numbers requir¬ 
ing tapes grew, new premises were or¬ 
ganised. The charity is still there, in 
the bottom of the Portland Town 


Council building, where they have a 
recording studio and a copying area. 

Every Wednesday volunteers arrive 
to sort, record and despatch the new 
edition of the Talking Newspaper. 
Since the days of cassette tapes, they 
have used CDs with machines for 
copying these. Now there are memory 
sticks. Technical volunteers have per¬ 
severed, dealing with each change over 
the years and often giving hours of 
their time to organise updating ma¬ 
chinery and passing their knowledge 
on. 

More than 80 people are involved in 
reading, recording and copying the 
news and a magazine. Their commit¬ 
ment over the years, much appreciated, 
quite often only involves a few hours 
every six weeks, although some people 
do a lot more. 

The charity survives on donations 
and many local organisations have 
been very generous. 

A seafront stall is planned in Wey¬ 
mouth and organisers hope people will 
support it on July 13th. 

SWDTN’s big date in May is their 
annual meeting which is also a chance 
for volunteers and listeners to meet, 
and prospective volunteers to come 
along and find out what the charity is 
all about. 

The event will be held in Community 
Room One at Weymouth Community 
Safety Centre at Weymouth Fire Sta¬ 
tion on Radipole Lane on May 22nd at 
7pm. All are welcome.

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Wessex Cycling Club turns 90

A DORSET cycle club is ap¬ 
pealing for new members to 
come and join them as it cel¬ 
ebrates its 90th anniversary. 

The Wessex Road Club was 
formed at a time when young 
men and women thought 
nothing of cycling to London 
and back at the weekend. 

Today, with British cycling 
at an all-time high after 
Olympic success and more 
than more again taking to the 
roads, the club is keen to at¬ 
tract cyclist who are inter¬ 
ested in the more competitive 
nature of the sport. 

“Perhaps you would like to 
be more competitive...are 
you thinking of doing a time 
trial, or a sportive, or want to 
go on a cycle tour in 
France?” said David Durose, 
a long-standing member and, 
despite being in his seventies, 
is still a keen cyclist. 

David, who lives near

ance coverage. 

The club organises two 
open time trials each year - a 
24-mile hilly in March and a

50-mile event this month on 
a course from Poole to just 
outside of Dorchester and 
back again. There is also a 
ten-mile held every Wednes¬ 
day summer evening on a 
course near Wareham, com¬ 
bined with members from 
Poole Wheelers. If the club 
could attract more members 
it would like to run its own 
summer time trials near 
Dorchester. 

“We would like to have a 
large enough group to have 
our own summer time trials 
and for those who don’t want 
to ride there is always mar¬ 
shalling, time-keeping and 
helping with the start,” said 
David. 

If numbers grew the club 
would also be able to organ¬ 
ise weekend rides and other 
competitive events during 
the year. 

“Between us we have an 
immense amount of experi¬ 
ence which we would like to 
share and encourage others 
to enjoy cycling in the way 
that we have over the years,” 
said David, a veteran of 


many long-distance rides 
both in the UK and in 
France. 

He is still cycling 40miles 
in three hours and, on many 
weeks, puts in a mileage 
getting close to his age: 
“They say that being a cy¬ 


clist gives you an extra ten 
years of life...you don’t see 
many overweight cyclists,” 
said David. 

Notable club successes in 
the past include Bert Brown 
who in 1934 rode from Edin¬ 
burgh to London setting a 


new record and on the way 
breaking records for Edin¬ 
burgh to York, the 12-hour 
and the 24-hour record.

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Boost your bedrooms 


ONE of the best ways to 
make your home more 
suited to your needs, es¬ 
pecially if you have a 
growing family or want 
to work from home, is to 
add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number 
of bedrooms can also 
put your home in a dif¬ 
ferent price bracket if 
and when you come to 
sell. 

The most obvious 
place to put an extra 
bedroom is upstairs, with 
all the others, and some¬ 
times it's possible to use 
the space you already 
have. 


For example, if the 
main bedroom spans the 
front of the house, you 
may be able to divide it 
in two, as long as each 
room has its own, sepa¬ 
rate window. This may 
not be as satisfactory as 
adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's 
big enough and you're 
on a limited budget. 

When you come to sell, 
remember that couples 
and sharers will probably 
be looking for good- 
sized double bedrooms, 
while families may be 
happier to have more, 
smaller bedrooms if it 


means one for each 
child. 

If rejigging the existing 
space isn't an option, 
consider converting the 
loft into a bedroom or 
bedrooms instead. If you 
can also fit a bathroom 
or shower room up 
there, and built-in stor¬ 
age, you've created the 
perfect master or guest 
suite. 

The cheapest and easi¬ 
est loft conversions are 
ones with skylights 
(eaves conversions), as 
the line of the roof is un¬ 
changed. However, this 
isn't ideal if the loft has 


limited space. 

Building out the roof to 
create more useable 
space inside is often nec¬ 
essary, which means a 
(more expensive and 
complicated) dormer, 
mansard or hip-to-gable 
conversion. 

The pitch of the roof 
can make a big differ¬ 
ence to how useable the 
space is - some lofts 
don't have enough head 
height to make the con¬ 
version worthwhile un¬ 
less you lower the 
ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and 
expensive job and won't 
be practical if the ceil¬ 
ings are already quite 
low. 

You also need room for 
a good-sized staircase up 
to the loft on the floor 
below and if this means 
losing a bedroom, you 
may not gain much by 
converting the loft. 

Building regulations for 
loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe 
means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not 
necessarily the easiest

Room for fun 


CHILDREN and a calm, stylish home 
don’t always go hand in hand. But 
you can create spaces to suit grown¬ 
ups and youngsters alike, as family 
lifestyle expert Ashlyn Gibson tells 
Gabrielle Fagan. 

If your home is feeling like a bat¬ 
tleground, as you and your children 
fight for territory, it could be time for 
a new strategy. 

Before you consider moving or 
boarding schools - or simply resign 
yourself to chaos until they've flown 
the nest - there is another answer: 
creating rooms that suit your need 
for stylish spaces as well as theirs for 
play areas. 

"Children and decor aren't gener¬ 
ally regarded as a match made in 
heaven. Sticky fingers, the patter of 
tiny, muddy feet and an ever-grow¬ 
ing collection of plastic toys can 
take their toll on rooms," says Ashlyn 
Gibson, author of Creative Family 
Home; a blueprint for transforming 
a home that appeals equally to 
grown-ups and youngsters. 

All that's needed, she believes, is a 
little imagination, a dash of flair, and 
with your children's help, a family 
home can be one that's fun and 
which you're proud to show off. 

"Bringing up children is an adven¬ 
ture and living with them should be 
fun," she says. "It's all about captur¬ 
ing their spirit of wonder, discovery 
and sense of fun, and giving them 
child-friendly spaces which encour¬ 
age them to be imaginative. Spaces 
where you can all relax, and they 
can express their personalities." 

Key ingredients, she says, are prac¬ 
tical layouts, easy-to-clean durable 
surfaces able to withstand the 
rough and tumble of family life, and 
ideally a neutral backdrop so that it's 
easy to add vivid colour and pattern, 
which children love, in everything 
from fabrics and furnishings 
through to their toys, collections 
and artwork. 

"With a bit of ingenuity you can 
showcase their possessions to great 
effect, and have a home that never 
looks stagnant or dull. A colourful, 
visually stimulating home is an in¬ 
spiring place for everyone, young 



and old." 

Play & display 

Children's toys seem to have a life 
of their own, apparently cloning 
themselves over night so they con¬ 
stantly overflow storage boxes and 
invade every corner. Make stum¬ 
bling over them a distant memory 
by providing child-friendly storage. 

"A home free of clutter will have a 
relaxed, calm vibe which the whole 
family will enjoy," says Gibson. 

"Portable storage, a box on castors 
or a vintage suitcase, is versatile and 
allows children to transport con¬ 
tents from room to room." 

Tip: Have a clear-out of toys regu¬ 
larly but do it with your children - 
don't rush them, because choosing 
what to discard is all part of the 
process of growing up. Donate un¬ 
wanted items to a charity shop or let 
them boost pocket money by sell¬ 
ing at car boot sales. 

Hide & seek style 

"Children love making dens, cosy- 
ing up in small spaces and finding 
secret boltholes they can call their 
own," says Gibson. 

"You don't need to invest in ex¬ 
pensive playhouses which will soon 
be outgrown, just create places in 
rooms, whether it's an old sofa, or 
the space behind one, for enjoying 



reading sessions, or simply a pile of 
cushions and a lamp on a landing. 

"Even a small bedroom will be a 
much-loved sanctuary if you invest 
in a raised bed so there's more space 
below it for playtime. Allow children 
a say in how it's decorated. If they 
experiment and express their per¬ 
sonalities, they'll want to spend time 
in it." 

Tip: If children share a bedroom 
spell out their names in letters on 
the walls by each bed to mark out 
their territory. Fabric Personalised 
Letters, £9.99 each, from Country 
Bumpkins. 

Shared space 

The space where you're cooking or 
working can be magnetic to chil¬ 
dren, but unsafe as well as incon¬ 
venient. Instead, suggests Gibson, 
utilise 'dead space' for play zones, 
like an under-stairs cupboard. Use a 
fold-away dining table so the space 
doubles as an activity area, or desig¬ 
nate a play corner. "If there's enough 
height, an indoor swing will give 
youngsters hours of enjoyment," she 
says. 

Tip: Masking tape can be used on 
hard floors to create a hopscotch 
court or to mark out a treasure trail. 
My FirstTrainTape, £10.99, from Gift 
Oasis, can be used on walls and 
floors. 

Creative corners 

Think outside of the paint box and 
create areas throughout the home 
where youngsters can doodle and 
daub, urges Gibson. 

"A desk where they can base 
themselves is essential. Sitting at it 
and conjuring up their own projects 
encourages them to develop pow¬ 
ers of concentration, and learn how 
to zone out and become completely 
involved in activities and make-be¬ 
lieve," she says. 

Tip: Frame their art work in per¬ 
spex or clip-frames and create a 
gallery. Drawing on walls needn't be 
a banned activity! Mark out a picture 
frame shape on a wall with masking 
tape and let them express them¬ 
selves within it. Peel off tape once 
finished and the picture will have 
crisp edges and be a unique focal 
point.

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Rehearsals hotting 
up for Mame 

REHEARSALS are hotting up for"Mame"for the chorus and 
principals of Lyme Regis Operatic Society. The test of re¬ 
membering words to songs and the movements which 
have been choreographed for each phrase of each song, 
and then putting them together with a smile and projec¬ 
tion is always a difficult task for amateur performers. 

After a full day's work, and then organising the family at 
home, between thirty and forty individuals meet up for a 
rehearsal at the church hall or theatre, maybe once or twice 
a week for four or five months. Drawn from the surround¬ 
ing area ~ stretching from Bridport to Exmouth and inland 
to Axminster and Colyton, these amateurs brush up their 
moves to such a standard that they have been compared 
with professionals! 

"Breathtakingly good", "born to perform" and "five star 
performances"are all words used by View from to describe 
last year's 'Calamity Jane', and the Society is now all set to 
bring you 'Mame 'from 13-17 May. 

The story revolves around Patrick Dennis, the 10-year old 
orphaned nephew of Mame Dennis into whose custody 
he has been entrusted. Rather than bow to convention, 
Mame introduces the boy to her madcap and free-wheel¬ 
ing lifestyle. Despite her best efforts to prevent it, the 
trustees of her late brother (Patrick's father) force Patrick to 
attend boarding school in Massachusetts. When Mame 
loses her fortune in the Wall Street Crash she tries her hand 
at a number of jobs, with comically disastrous results. She 
eventually meets and falls for Beauregard Jackson Pickett 
Burnside, a Southern aristocrat with a plantation in Georgia 
called Peckerwood.

VILLAGE EVENSONG AT STINSFORD 



IN THE early nineteenth century, var¬ 
ious members of Thomas Hardy's 
family played their stringed instru¬ 
ments up in the gallery at Stinsford 
Church, providing the music for the 
regular Sunday services before the 
days of organs and robed choirs. 

Beaminster Gallery Quire is dedi¬ 
cated to researching and perform¬ 
ing the village church music of that 
time, so it is most appropriate that 
they should be visiting Hardy's own 
parish church to play and sing a 
service of Choral Evensong con¬ 
ducted in the style of around 1830, 
taking place this Sunday, May 11th, 
at 6pm, at Stinsford Church, near 
Dorchester. 

Village church music was then 
quite unlike music heard in many 
churches today - in fact it was all 
rather jolly and upbeat - and by the 
middle of the century it had given 
way to changing fashions and the 


Victorian reform movement. 
Beaminster Gallery Quire will be 
turning the clock back to the earlier 
period, singing and playing with 
gusto! 

Music is of course only one part of 
the service, its style changing greatly 
with the passing years. By contrast, 
the Order of Evening Prayer is taken 
from the 1662 Book of Common 
Prayer, and these unchanging words 
are the basis for the recreation of a 
service as it might have been con¬ 


ducted two centuries ago. 

The congregational hymns are all 
of the period, but are still well- 
known to this day. We hope that a 
packed church will raise 'A Joyful 
Noise unto the Lord'! 

Following the service of Evensong, 
there will be a short interval for light 
refreshments, after which Beamin¬ 
ster Gallery Quire will 'loose its stays' 
for half an hour, entertaining us with 
some lighter items from the Gallery 
Repertoire.

Reacting, Julie Townsend, deputy 
chief executive, Brake, said: "Brake 
has long campaigned for a shake-up 
of charges and penalties for risky 
and irresponsible drivers who kill 
and injure on our roads. Brake sup¬ 
ports families who have been 
deeply and permanently affected by 
selfish and risky behaviour at the 
wheel and we frequently hear from 
these families that they feel terribly 
let down by our justice system. As 


such, we strongly welcome Chis 
Grayling's announcement of a thor¬ 
ough review this year. 

The paltry sentences handed out 
for deaths and injuries caused by 
disqualified drivers, who have no 
right to be on the road in the first 
place, are one of the worst injustices 
in the current system, and Brake 
strongly welcomes the govern¬ 
ment's move to address this. Get¬ 
ting behind the wheel when you 
have been banned from driving is a 
deliberate and illegal choice, and 
too often leads to devastating 
tragedies - the penalties must re¬ 
flect this."

ROYAL Manor of Portland AC 
are once again organising the • 
annual multi-terrain races on 
the Isle of Portland which takes 
place on Sunday May 18th 
starting and finishing at the 
Portland United FC ground in 
Grove Road. 1000. 

This year The Hard Way Half : 
Marathon has been introduced 
in place of the 11 and 20-mile 
races, together with the five- 
mile race of previous years. 

The course for both races • 
which start at 10am are almost 
entirely off road over varying 
types of terrain, including 
springy grass, rocky footpaths, • 
pebbled beach and hard core 
paths, and remain on the same 
route for the first two plus • 
miles.

Heath: Future looks bright for Magpies 


DORCHESTER Town Football Club's assistant 
manager Stuart Heath whilst wishing last sea¬ 
son's relegation from the Skrill South had not 
happened, believes maybe it was a blessing in 
disguise and predicts a bright future for the 
club. 

Relecting on last season Heath told View 
Sport: "It was clear early on after the changes 
to playing staff in the summer that it was 
going to be tough and that we would be re¬ 
liant on getting off to a good start in the 
league which we didn't, and with early exits 
from the FA Cup and FA Trophy, many players 
weren't mentally attuned. 

"We're not the first club to have had our 
budget cut, but we struggled to recover, and 
although we showed real glimpses of poten¬ 
tial, there was no consistency in our perform¬ 
ances, and quite frankly we were not good 
enough. 

"You cannot fault the efforts and endeavours 
of the players, but our failings were very ruth¬ 
lessly exposed. 

"Although we conceded a number of goals 
it was our lack of strikers that was particularly 


obvious with no attacking front." 

Heath added: "Every club at whatever level, 
except maybe the very rich, go through a 
cycle in their history where they need to look 
at themselves and rebuild - last season it was 
Dorchester's turn, there are lessons to be 
learned from what happened and why we 
were relegated. 

"What we need to do all over the club is 
analyse why it went wrong and put it right; not 
only collectively, but also as individuals. What 
can I do to improve my situation that will help 
the club as a whole? 

"That is why Phil (Simkin) and I have already 
started looking at ways of improving the side 
not only with new players, but also in our atti¬ 
tudes. 

"Two months ago when it appeared as if rel¬ 
egation was probable we started to plan; not 
wait until the season ended or three weeks be¬ 
fore the next one. 

"That's why we have already secured key 
players at the club on new contracts for next 
season before this one ended, and have just 
signed strikers Ben Joyce and Dan Cann this

week. 

"We knew they would all have good offers 
from other clubs but we needed to strike early 
to ensure we have a good base to work from. 

"The board, staff and players have all been 
great and put the club in a good position 
going forward, but we must now, as early as 
possible, all analyse how we can improve the 
situation. 

"What could we have done better as 
coaches, players, staff and board members in 
making decisions? They may not be a huge, 
but pu tall together may be significant." 

Turning specifically to things on the pitch 
Heath added: "The rest of the structure will 
continue to grow, but what the fans want 
most is a successful team. 

"What Phil and I need to do is ensure that we 
are competitive on the pitch and learn from 
the mistakes we made last season, both tacti¬ 
cally and in helping the players improve. 


"With the squad we already have, and the 
addition hopefully of another three or four 
player's of the right ability, a top six finish in 
Southern Premier League is a clear and realis¬ 
tic goal for next season." 

Heath praised the young players that were 
thrown in at the deep end last season. 

"It was a bit of a baptism of fire but some like 
Dan Way and Dan Munday showed that they 
can play at this level, whilst others will now 
know what they need to attain the standard. 

"As a coach we have to decide how we want 
the team to play in the future and produce a 
process which goes through the club from first 
team down to the youth teams." 

Heath was very upbeat about the future de¬ 
spite the problems of last season. 

"I am confident of the long term future of 
Dorchester Town and am looking forward to 
rebuilding a side to compete again in the Con¬ 
ference South. 

"The board and trust are working hard to¬ 
gether with so many people at the is club to 
make it a success, and relegation might have 
been a blessing in disguise in the end because 


it has made us face the situation, and given us 
the chance to take stock and regroup. 

"It will be a real challenge, but I believe the 
future is bright for Dorchester Town!"
